BERLIN GUARDS 
QUIT THE CITY. 


Ebert’s Defenders Flee Before 


— 


Headed by Dr. Kapp New 
Forces Enter Jubilantly. 


Democratic Ministers Leave 
City in Motor Cars.

LONDON, March 14.—A descrip- 
tion of the scene enacted during the 
early stages of the German outbreak 
is contained in a message from 
Berlin to the Weekly Dispatch. It 
says: | 

Noske was driving about the city 
all night in an open car. Two Eng- 
lish officers who saw him in the 
Potsdamer Platz about 1 a.m. say

Von Luetwitz and others. 

“Not a shot was fire and the gov- 
ernment garrison withdrew before

“When the Ministry received word 
from the Brandenburg Gate that 
their garrison, on whom they be- 


lieved they could rely until the last 
moment, had gone over to the

He went to Ger- 
many in the seventies and had oc-

International experts feel sure of a 
connection. They reason as follows: 

Emir Felsal has proclaimed him- 
self King of Arabia, with a domin- 
ion over a vast area already claimed 
by the British and French. 

Mustapha Kemel, militant leader 
of the Turkish Nationalists, is head of 
an army of 300,000 Turks in Asia 
Minor, officered by Germans. 

In the Caucasus region, directly 
to the north, Brussiloff commands 
the Soviet forces, flanking the Cas- 
pian Sea on the west, and also o- 
cered by Germans, Directly across 
in Turkestan on the east shores of 
the Caspian, Kuropatkin commands 
an equally strong Ked force. Both 
of these forces constitute a serious 
menace to the unprotected British 
interests in Persia, immediately to 
the south.
